next Winter. 
Should the General ad- 


here to his determination there is every 
probability that Mr. Judd will have to 
step down and out next December f or 
•want of a confirmation. 
Senator Lo- 


gan is very strong with bis Republican 
friends, and as every Senator on that 
side is expected 10 have personal ob- 
jections against one or more nominations 
in his own State, it is fair presumption 
that they will stand by each other in all 
matters of this discription. A failure 
to confirm M. Judd would not of course 
result in Mr. Palmer's reinstatement, 
but would have the effect of causing a 
new nomination to bo made for th« 
office.

The Enterprise says on Monday last 


the State Bogents met in the Supreme 
Court room and examined two sets of 
plaas for the construction of the new 
University building at Reno. 
Mr. Cur- 


tis, of Carson, and Mr. Holesworth, of 
Reno, were the only competitors. As 
the available appropriation for the erec- 
tion of a building only amounts to $13,- 
000, 
nothing very pretentious either in 


size or architecture was expected. Both 
plans, however, embodied designs for a 
very handsome brick building, both ex- 
terior and interior, having a basement 
two stories and a mansard roof. The 
plans submitted by Mr. Curtis were 
unanimously accepted.
